collarette,  and  a  rich  gold  chain,  the  end  of  which  passes  from  the 
rosette  on  her  breast  over  her  left  arm ;  above  the  collarette  is  seen  a 
bertha  of  gathered  tulle ;  behind  her  is  a  metal-gilt  clock  on  a  table  ; 
a  red  curtain  suspended  on  the  right
